Badly in need of improvements, 
the road extending from the col- 
lege entrance on Bristol to the ser- 
vice road in back of the student 
union, was completely paved and 
widened in the three day construc- 
tion job. In order to widen the 
road near the evening division 
building it was necessary to re- 
move one row of orange trees. 

Dirt Hauled In 

Although hauling in several 
loads of dirt, the parking lot, lo- 
cated in the rear of the evening 


‘division office, was only leveled 


off,*but will be paved at a later 
date. Since the beginning of this 
semester the board of education 
had' sanctioned the work, but 
couldn’t obtain a contractor to do 
the job until last week. 


The completion of the new 
Santa Ana College Athletic field 
is scheduled for early next month 
according to the contract. Located 
on the west side of the campus, a 
quarter of a mile track is being 
constructed on the field and will 
be in complete operation by the 
spring when the Dons open their 
1951 track season.
